MIAMI. July 12— The fed- 
eral government decided 
today to release four Cuban 
exiles arrested yesterday at 
Key Largo while unloading 
large quantities of arms from 
a boat 

Local Monroe County police 
said after making the arrest 
that the four were suspected 
of having engaged in guerrilla 
operations in Cuba. 

Federal authorities here 
said that they would not file 
criminal charges but that they 
would go to U.S. District Court
